Former councillor Tim 
Whitfield is taking four local 
politicians to court, alleging 
a contravention of the 
Municipal Conflict of Interest 
Act, during the process of 
terminating the Town of Fort 
Erie's former director of legal 
services, Heather Salter. 

In legal documents 
obtained by the Fort Erie 
Times, councillors Bob 
Steckley, John Hill, Paul 
Collard and Don Lubberts 
are listed as defendants. 

Shortly before Monday's 
council-in-committee meet¬ 
ing, a male walked into the 
chambers and approached 
councillors John Hill, Bob 
Steckley, Don Lubberts and 
Paul Collard. 

He gave each them a large 
manila envelope and left. 

The grounds for Whitfield's 
statement is that on Mar. 26, 
2012, Salter filed a workplace 
harassment complaint and 
specifically references the 
four respondents in the

They were all mentioned 
individually and collective¬ 
ly, but particular mention is 
made about Coun. Lubberts 
and Coun. Hill. 

On the same date, coun¬ 
cil entered into closed ses¬ 
sion to consider the com¬ 
plaint and through a major¬ 
ity vote, Lubberts, Hill, 
Collard and Steckley voted 
to terminate Salter and 
instructed senior staff to 
begin the process, accord¬ 
ing to Whitfield's state- 

In Whitfield's affidavit, he 


explains that he was elected 
to council and served from 
2006 to 2010, when he was 
defeated by John Hill in the 
Ward 4 race. 

"Having served in that 
capacity for four years, I am 
somewhat familiar with the 


the Town and have a basic 
understanding of the prin¬ 
ciple of conflict of interest 
in the municipal setting," 
he wrote. 

On Apr. 9, Whitfield was 
contacted by Mayor Doug 
Martin. 

"He requested that I 
attend a meeting with him 
to discuss matters of munic¬ 


ipal politics and to explore 
whether or not I was inter¬ 
ested in becoming involved 
in a legal matter of some 
significance concerning the 
activities of the Town 
Council," his affidavit 
reads. 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard said he wanted to 
keep his comments limited 
until he retains his own 
legal representation, but 
did express his concern for 
Mayor Doug Martin's 
involvement in Whitfield's 

"I find it appalling he 
would take that approach. 
It's sad and it's sickening 


and not a good way to con¬ 
duct our business," said 
Collard. 

He alleges that Martin 
gave Whitfield information 
that should have been con¬ 
fined to the confidentiality 
agreement that followed 
the closed session meeting 
to terminate Salter. 

"I think it's pretty evident 
that was going on," said 
Collard. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley's thoughts are sim¬ 
ilar to Collard's, that Mayor 
Martin overstepped a 
boundary by explaining 
matters that were handled 
in closed session to 


Whitfield. 

"I am very disappointed 
in this, that it was orches¬ 
trated by Doug Martin," 
said Steckley. 

He feels this is an action 
that any municipality's 
head politician should not 
be taking. 

"I'm very disappointed 
that the mayor of Fort Erie, 
the leader of our town, 
would do this to four mem¬ 
bers of council." 

Steckley said he will be 
retaining legal counsel but 
is confident the case being 
made against him will not 
hold up in court. 

"I don't believe there is 


any substance in the claim 
against me," he said. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
said he is disappointed that 
Martin has steered away 
from giving attention to 
other matters that need to 
be addressed by council. 

"The community needs 
to be focused on moving 
ahead in a positive direc¬ 
tion," said Hill. 

"There are a lot of chal¬ 
lenges in this community 
and other priorities have 
been placed above what 
those challenges are," he 

Earlier this year, Mayor 
Doug Martin made a 
request to the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and 
Housing for an integrity 
commissioner to be brought 
in, to investigate the nature 
of closed session meetings 
held by council. 

Martin found out recendy 
that would not happen, so 
working with Whitfield he 
feels is his next step to shed 
light on a major action 
taken behind closed doors 
by the majority of local pol¬ 
iticians. 

"This was not an easy 
decision for me," said 
Martin in response to the 
allegations made by coun¬ 
cillors that he should not 
have divulged any informa¬ 
tion about the matter to a 
member of the public. 

"It's clear to me there is 
no other avenue available 
and I think the public has 
the right to know," said 
Martin. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts did not respond 
to a voicemail by press

Despite no decision being 
made by the Ontario Municipal 
Board, plans for a Canadian 
Motor Speedway ground¬ 
breaking ceremony are in full 

Those plans, said speedway 
marketing executive Claire 
MacSweyn, include an appear¬ 
ance by NASCAR superstar and 
track designer Jeff Gordon. 

An appeal by the environ¬ 
mental group Preservation of 
Agricultural Lands Society was 
made in March after the OMB 
originally decided in favour of 
the $400-million facility late 
last year. 

Nearly a month after the 
appeal in Toronto, the case is 
still open, yet MacSweyn said 
track officials are feeling confi- 

"The ground breaking is 
going to be a large event,” she 


said, comparing it to organiz¬ 
ing a wedding. 

“We’re just starting to do 
some legwork and making 
some contacts.” 

She said a ground breaking 
ceremony at the potential site 
in rural Fort Erie near Bowen 
Rd. will likely be held on a 
Monday, Tuesday or a 
Wednesday to accommodate 
Gordon's busy schedule. 

“NASCAR racing is 15 weeks 
straight now and he’s got other 
sponsor and charity commit¬ 
ments,” said MacSweyn. 

"When we finalize a date 
with him, that will pretty much 
set the ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony's date.” 

Some Niagara businesses, 
like the Old Bank Bistro in Fort 
Erie, have already been con¬ 


tacted to be part of the cere- 

The restaurant's owner, Peter 
Koutroulakis, said he hasn’t 
confirmed being a part of it, 
but has been in contact with 
speedway officials. 

“We’re talking about the pos¬ 
sibility of putting up a tent and 
doing off-site catering,” he 

PALSpresidentValO’Donnell 
said she was “unbelievably dis¬ 
appointed” to find a ground 
breaking ceremony was already 
being planned without the 
green light being given by the 
OMB. 

“I still feel this is a very, very 
bad move on their part and 
there’s nothing more that PALS 
can do to stop it except wait for 
the hearing’s results,” she said.

He wrote back to Chettle, 
thanking him for his gift and 
explained that he would be 
keeping it in his office for the 
remainder of his presidency.

"We wanted to have the 
opportunity to share our 
culture with the school by 
doing a traditional dance 
called the Fancy Shawl 
Dance," said Sara, who is in 
Grade 10. 

Both have been dancing 
since they were seven and 
noted how important it is to 
be young ambassadors and 
show the community their 
culture and what they can 
do. 

Sara said she wanted 
Reztore Pride to come in for 
Aboriginal Day and eventu¬ 
ally the event grew into a 
partnership with SOADI, 
featuring Reztore Pride and 
the Niagara Region. 

Marie Bowering, youth 
coordinator at SOADI said 
their main focus is to restore 
pride and restore health.

When the town's largest 
employer announced in 
2009 it was shutting its 
doors and permanently 
ceasing live horse racing 
operations, the commu¬ 
nity was devastated. 

As the manager of Fort 
Erie EDTC, you quickly 
and effectively developed 
a novel, innovative rescue 
plan and masterfully 
secured coordinated sup¬ 
port from the Province, 


Town Council, the 
Horsemen, and the 
Unions. 

The racetrack was saved 
from closure and has suc¬ 
cessfully operated under 
the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium to this day. 
The FELRC’s philosophy 
and concept of a commu¬ 
nity-owned, non-profit 
governance structure 
with complete transpar¬ 
ency and the sole man¬ 
date of preserving good 
jobs in the local commu¬ 
nity is the quintessential 
business model to be 
emulated by the entire 
Ontario horse racing 
industry. 

During the three years 
the FELRC has operated 
Fort Erie Racetrack not 
only has it successfully 
maintained these valu¬ 
able jobs but has also 
bucked the industry trend 


by achieving an impres¬ 
sive year-over-year 
increase in both patron¬ 
age and wagering. 

This stellar perfor¬ 
mance record has, inter¬ 
nationally or not, estab¬ 
lished a new benchmark 
for the entire industry. 

As chief executive offi¬ 
cer of the FELRC, you 
should be very proud of 
your accomplishments in 
this regard Jim, it has cer¬ 
tainly not been lost on 
our Union member, the 
local community, indus¬ 
try stakeholders and out¬ 
side observers 

As a result of the 
Province’s decision in 
2012 to discontinue the 
“Slots for Tracks” reve¬ 
nue-sharing program, the 
industry now finds itself 
going through a an 
imposed contraction as it 
necessarily redefines its 


economic model. 

This has been an excep¬ 
tionally challenging exer¬ 
cise for Fort Erie given 
the old went one step fur¬ 
ther by immediately and 
permanently closing the 
Slots operation at the 
racetrack and in addition, 
refused to include Fort 
Erie in their newly-pro- 
posed Provincial Gaming 
Zones going forward. 

The final nail in the cof¬ 
fin was the Transition 
Panel's subsequent rec¬ 
ommendation of a finan¬ 
cially unsustainable 30 
day race session. 

Therefore, on behalf of 
each and every SEIU 
Local 2 member employed 
at Fort Erie Racetrack, I 
wish to convey out sin- 
cerest gratitude and 
heartfelt appreciation for 
your exemplary achieve¬ 
ment in securing (against 


great odds) sufficient 
transition funding for 50 
day race season thus 
allowing for continued 
operation in 2013. 

There are a lot of 
employees and their fam¬ 
ilies breathing a huge sigh 
of relief and are very 
grateful they will have 
employment for yet 
another year. Your com¬ 
mitment, dogged deter¬ 
mination, and ultimate 
success in saving these 
valuable jobs (yet again) 
is not only keeping out 
racetrack member gain¬ 
fully employed in 2013 
but is the process, also 
helps strengthen both 
local Fort Erie economy 
and broader economic 
base of the Niagara 

With so many good jobs 
in Canada being exported 
offshore by globaliza¬ 


tion’s relentless race to 
the bottom, every made- 
in-Ontario agricultural/ 
tourism-based job 
becomes even more criti¬ 
cal to develop, nurture, 
and maintain. 

Thank you again Jim,

Accident cost man an 
arm and a leg

Nearly 10 years after a 
preventable accident left 
Sean Fowler without his 
left arm and left leg, the 
Fort Erie native lives by 
the message inked on his

"I've done a lot of med¬ 
itation and thinking try¬ 
ing to figure out the whole 
reason for me getting 
hurt," says Fowler over 
the phone from his 
Toronto home. "I thought 
I was indispensable. I 
thought I was indestruc¬ 
tible. I accepted what 
happened and I wanted 
to do something about 
it." 

Fowler's now 25, but he 
vividly remembers the 
day of the accident. 

It was Oct. 15, 2004, the 
day a stupid decision, he 
now admits, changed his 
life. 

Walking home from 
Fort Erie Secondary 
School, Fowler and his 
friends were crossing the 
train tracks beside 
Courtwright St. 


A train blocked their 
path, but that didn't deter 
them from taking the 
shortcut to get down- 

While Fowler tried to 
sneak through, the train 
started moving. He 
slipped as he tried to 
jump off and was run 

"I immediately went 
into survival mode,” he 
remembers. "I looked 
down and thought, 'Is this 
for real?' I had flashbacks 
of disgusting things I've 
seen on the internet. 
There was a lot of blood." 

He remembers seeing 
the fatty tissue hanging 
from his leg; His arm dis¬ 
figured and clearly man¬ 
gled underneath his long 
sleeve shirt. 

Friends called 911 and 
his mother. She rushed 
from home to see what 
happened. 

"I told her to go home 
and not to worry about it. 
I was just going to get 
sewn up "i I didn't want 
her to see me like that." 

Ten days later, after 
awaking from a medically 
induced coma at Buffalo's 
Erie County Medical 
Center, Fowler's assump¬ 
tions were wrong. His leg 
from the knee down was 
amputated, along with 
his arm from the shoul¬ 
der down. 

"It's a sobering realiza¬ 
tion, at 16, to have a doc¬ 
tor tell you this," he says. 
"For the rest of my life I'd 
have to wake up every 
morning and assemble 
my body." 

After a three-year break, 
Fowler is returning as a 
speaker with SmartRisk, a 
charity dedicated to pre¬ 
venting injuries and sav¬ 
ing lives. They visit 
schools across Canada to 
drive the message home 
all accidents are prevent¬ 
able. 

From 18 to 21, Fowler 


was doing one-to-three 
shows a day, but says he 
felt his presentations 
lacked substance. 

"I couldn't see myself 
telling people how to 
conduct their lives when 
I didn't really know what 

He took a break and 
found the odd sales and 
marketing jobs to make 
ends meet -- a far cry 
from his goal of a career 
in the trades. 

Moving back home 
wasn't an option. He 
wanted to prove he could 
live an independent life. 

Now, three years later, 
Fowler feels he's ready 
for a return to SmartRisk. 

forced perspective. I've 
been out in the real world, 
I've paid my dues and I 
feel more authoritative 
when I talk to kids." 

He's done seven shows, 
including one in March 
where he acted as an 
ambassador for the com¬ 
pany in Fort McMurray, 
Alta. 

Fowler uses a body 
powered prosthetic for 
his arm. A hook is where 
his hand would be. 

His prosthetic leg is 
basic and costs $5,000 
compared to computer¬ 
ized knee prosthetics that 
can run upwards of 
$125,000. 

Still, he's taught him¬ 
self how to go up and 
down stairs, bike and 
even skateboard again. 

He's started a body 
treatment regiment, los¬ 
ing more than 70 pounds. 

He says the world 
doesn't stop for someone 
with a disability. 

"I don't want to say I'm 
totally happy using pros¬ 
thetic parts," he says, "but 
I'm on this journey. No 
matter what hand you get 
dealt, you can overcome 
it. That's what I'm 
doing."

STOP is a prov¬ 
ince-wide initiative that 
works in partnerships with 
community and regional 
healthcare organizations to 
make smoking cessation 
medication and behavioural 
support available free of 
charge to patients and cli¬ 
ents of partnering organiza- 

Bridges offers group work¬ 
shops several months of the 
year that are open to the 
entire community. Eligible 
participants receive five free 
weeks of nicotine replace¬ 
ment therapy at the end of 
the second session. 

Stevenson said that having 
access to the nicotine patch 
made a tremendous differ- 

"When I had a craving, it 
didn't overwhelm me." 

Studies have shown that 
people use use nicotine 
replacement therapy can 
double their chances to 
quit. 

This is the third year for 
the contest, which used to 
be held with the Canadian 
Cancer Society's Driven to 
Quit Challenge. The winner 
is chosen randomly from all 
the participants. 

"It's open for anyone, but 
you do have to be smoke- 
free for the entire month of 
March," said Rhonda Barron, 
of Bridges Community 
Health Centre.

Frank Pearson was about 
to step onto a subway car in 
Boston with his family when 
he heard an explosion about 
2:50 p.m. Monday. 

The St. Catharines man 
was one of dozens of run¬ 
ners and spectators from 
Niagara who had made the 
trek down to the Boston 
Marathon. It was the 
35-year-old's first time com¬ 
peting in the famous race, 
but he knows it will be 
memorable for more rea¬ 
sons than his 3:19.56 finish¬ 
ing time. 

"We had left the finish 
area about five minutes 
beforeithappened,” Pearson 
said from a hotel in Boston 
at 5:30 p.m. Monday. 
“There's a lot of shock right 
now. I'm kind of feeling sick 
about how someone can 
completely disregardhuman 
life and take advantage of an 
event like the Boston 
Marathon.

edly killed and nearly 100 
injured when multiple 
bombs exploded near the 
finish line of the famous 
running race. 

The race was immediately 
stopped as focus shifted on 
keeping spectators and the 
athletes safe. 

When Benny Ralston 
heard the explosion, he 
immediately headed to the 
finish line area. 

The owner of the Runner's 
Edge store in St. Catharines 
had organized a trip to the 
race for runners and their 
families and wanted to make 
sure everyone was account-

chaos,” Ralston 
said. “Everyone 
was confused.

Speaking from a Boston 
hotel where his group was 
staying, Ralston said he was 
on one of the public trains 
when he heard the explo¬ 
sions and headed to the fin¬ 
ish area to start trying to 
find people from his group. 

"We had a lot of people in 
the family and friends area, 
but (the explosions) hap¬ 
pened away from that spot,” 
he said. 

One runner who had been 
unaccounted for - Ann Bird, 
from Grimsby - was finally 
located when she walked 
into the hotel. 

"She had to walk across 
the city to get back to the 
hotel because all public 
transit was shut down,” said 
Ann's husband Jeremy Bird, 
who was tracking his wife's 
race progress online from 

Bird was about two kilo¬ 


metres from the finish line 
when officials blocked the 
road and said the race was 
being stopped. 

Her first phone call was to 
her husband. 

“(The hotel) let all the 
runners staying there phone 
home at no charge to let 
everyone know they were 
safe,” Jeremy Bird said. 

There were six runners in 
this year's marathon from 
St. Catharines, plus five from 
Welland, three from 
Grimsby, one from Vineland, 
one from Beamsville and 
one from Thorold. 

As soon as she heard the 
news, Amy Lessard starting 
trying to contact her aunt 
Marianne Lessard-Coutu, 
who was in the race and fin¬ 
ished not long before the 
bombs went off. 

“We were very worried for 
a few minutes,” she said. 
"When I heard (about the 
explosions) I searched her 
name and she was finished. 
That made it so much worse 
because I figured she would 
have been right near there 
at the time.” 

Lessard, however, talked 
to another relative who was 
watching the race and 
learned everyone in the 
group had been accounted 
for. 

“I don't know where they 
were, I just know they're 
okay,” she said.

had been at the finish line 
about 15 minutes before the 
explosions and was on a 
subway when it happened. 

He emerged from the tun¬ 
nel to see Boston police offi¬ 
cers running around. 

Almost immediately, his 
phone starting ringing with 
calls and texts from family 
and friends back home. 

“They knew we had fin¬ 
ished, but sometimes you 
hang around after the finish 
and they were worried,” he 
said Monday night from his 
hotel, where he and other 
runners and spectators from 
the area were watching the 
news unfold on television. 

"All of the post-race activi¬ 
ties have been canceled and 
we're worried our planes 
will be delayed," said Noyes, 
who was competing in his 
12th Boston Marathon and 
is scheduled to fly home 
Tuesday. 

Alain Deschamps, a 
teacher at ficole fil&nentaire 
Champlain in Welland, 
heard the news of the explo¬ 
sions while on a shuttle 
headed back to his hotel. 

"One of the runners on 
the bus got a call from a 
friend who was watching it 
on TV. The bus driver 
switched over to the radio,” 
said Deschamps, who was 
competing in his fourth 
Boston Marathon. 

He called his wife in 
Welland, parents and other 
family and friends, to let 
them know he was all right. 

"I was dumbfounded ... I 
couldn’t believe it,” he said 
of the blasts. 

Thorold's Lucy Cowal 
tried over and over to reach 
her daughter Laura after 
hearing about the explo¬ 
it took me a long time. I 
couldn't reach them because 
the lines were down,” Cowal 


Finally, she got through 
and learned both her hus¬ 
band who was watching the 
race and her daughter - a 
former national rower who 
was competing in her first 
Boston Marathon - were 

“She's shaken up. She was 
getting onto the bus after 
the finish line and said she 
knew it was something real¬ 
ly bad,” Lucy said. “My hus¬ 
band heard it too and he 
was far away from the finish 
line.” 

Welland runner Mike 
Bibeau passed through the 
finish line about 14 minutes 
ahead of the blast. 

"I went back to get my 
medal, pick up my clothes 
and get something to eat,” 
he said. “I tried to get to the 
side of the street, but a gate 
blocked me." 

Bibeau went down into 
transit tunnel when he 
heard the explosions. 

"The police came in and 
said everyone had to evacu¬ 
ate the area ... they shoved 
us down to the park." 

For Pearson, the tragic 
events put running the race 
itself into perspective. 

“This was my first Boston 
Marathon and I was very 
proud of that,” he said. 
"People talk about the sacri¬ 
fice of time and effort to 
train and complete the mar¬ 
athon, but compared to 
what's happening right now 
and what other people are 
dealing with, it's really noth¬ 
ing.”

General Vanier Public 
School will be operating 
under a new name starting 
the 2013 school year. It will 
be known as Peace Bridge 
Public School. 

The process to pick a 
name began Feb. 19, with 
community members and 
students making submis¬ 
sions. The board approved 
the chosen name March 26. 

Principal Gary King said 
that Peace Bridge Public 
School fit well because it is 
bridging together Fort Erie 
Elementary School and Rose 
Seaton Public School, which 
will be closing at the end of 
this school year. 

The students from those 
two schools will be split 
between General Vanier or 
Garrison Road Public 
School. King said the QEW is 
basically the divide for 
where students will be 
going. 

The Peace Bridge is also 
an iconic symbol for Fort 
Erie and appears on many 
things that represent the 
town. Many of the students 
see the bridge daily on their 
commute to school. 

"It's Just a great physical 
reminder. We do a lot of 
character building at this 
school and one of those is 
creating peace and building 
relationships between peo¬ 
ple. It was a good symbol for 
the school,” he said. 

The school has already 
begun its $4.6 million reno¬ 
vation process, which is 
going to include a newly 
built gym and some newly 
built classrooms. The cur¬ 
rent gym will be transformed 
into three classrooms and 
some storage. 

The school will also see a 
new entrance as well as new 
front offices and a bus lane 
that will connect Champlain 
to Torrance. 

"It's a big project, a large 
chunk of the funding came 
from the provincial govern¬ 
ment and the board raised 
about $1.5 million,” said 
King. 

In addition to a new name, 
and a fresh new look the 



at to repre¬ 
sent Peace Bridge Public 
School. The junior kinder¬ 
garten class did a brain¬ 
storming project and put 
their ideas on a list, which is 
proudly displayed in the 
hallway at the school. 

The process of picking 
the mascot will be similar to 
picking the name. The 
selection period is currently 
running and will continue 
until April 16. 

Once all the paper entry 
forms are submitted and 
online suggestions they will 
all be complied and the stu¬ 
dent committee will short¬ 
list the mascots. It will even¬ 
tually come down to the 
final three, which will be 
voted on by students. 

"We're hoping to have the 
new mascot by the end of 
the month. This is just one 
of the many activities to 
bring the three schools 
together," he said.

The 41-year-old son of 
former Prime Minister Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau was the over¬ 
whelming favorite going into 
the election to lead the party, 
which has been crippled in 
recent years. 

“I think the Liberal Party 
has entered a new chapter.

“We have a new energetic 
young leader. The NDP and 
Conservatives must be con¬ 
cerned." 

Federal Liberals fell to 


third place for the first time 
in the 2011 election, behind 
the Conservatives and New 
Democrats. 

Trudeau becomes the 
party’s seventh leader, 
including two interim lead¬ 
ers, in the last decade. 

Trudeau told the crowd 
gathered at the convention 
in Ottawa that Liberals had 
became “more focused on 
fighting with each other than 
fighting for Canadians” and 
promised the era of "hyphen¬ 
ated Liberals” would end. 

“I'm excited for the party,” 
said former St. Catharines 
Liberal candidate Andrew 
Gill, adding it had the largest 
turnout for a leadership 
election.

Hope. Smith expects those 
positions will be filled 
before the transfer of 
authority to the board. 

"I will likely chair those 
committees and act upon 
their recommendations 
until they become a full 
board," Smith said.

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Watch, but don't 
fear: NRP chief

There's a whisper of a space 
between complacency and 
fear. But it's that space 
Niagarans must seek in the 
face of terrorism, says Niagara 
Regional Police Chief Jeff 
McGuire. 

In the wake of bombings 
Monday at the Boston 
Marathon killing three and 
injuring more than 100, 
McGuire said residents should 
not let the attack paralyze 
them with terror. But neither, 
he said, should Niagarans be 
complacent about terrorism. 

Niagara isn't immune to ter¬ 
rorism, McGuire said. With 
several pieces of critical infra¬ 
structure, including border 
crossings, it's not unfeasible 
terrorism could happen here. 
But he said the fear of that 
should not grip residents by 
the throat. 

"Don't be complacent, but 
don't be paranoid and don't 
be terrified," he said. "Don't 
allow it to dominate you." 

All told, he said, Niagara is a 
safe community. 

But he said marathons pres¬ 
ent police with a security chal¬ 
lenge. The routes cover a lot of 
ground and varying terrain, 
and in Niagara they can swing 
between urban and rural set¬ 
tings quickly. 

"Frankly, as was demon¬ 
strated yesterday, we can't 
guarantee (safety) completely 
from beginning to end," he 

McGuire said tackling safety 
for a big public event involves 
communication and assessing 
what kind of crowd can be 
expected. And he said it's 
aided by good communica¬ 
tion from members of the 

That, he said, means inform¬ 
ing someone if something 
seems suspicious. 


Spot a suspicious package? 
That can lead the NRP to call 
in the bomb squad, McGuire 
said - and Niagara's explosive 
technicians are among the 
best in the country. But he 
said 99% of cases end with the 
experts safely detonating an 
innocent ham sandwich or 
something similarly mun- 

"The vast majority of items 

plosive items," he said. 

Niagara isn't short on poten¬ 
tial targets, from border bridg¬ 
es to tourist attractions, said 
Walter Greczko, chair of jus¬ 
tice studies at Niagara 
College. 

"It could happen here. It 
could happen anywhere," he 
said. 

Greczko said police always 
identify potential targets 
ahead of time. He said they 
usually start with intelligence¬ 
gathering beforehand, includ¬ 
ing keeping their eyes on peo¬ 
ple appearing to scout the site 
or buying what might be 
equipment for bombs. 

Intelligence, he said, is a 
major weapon for police 
against terrorism. 

But, he said, determination 
plays a part. 

"It just shows the resources 
you can put into something 
like (the Marathon)," he said. 
"If someone is determined 
enough to evade all that, they 

Beyond policing, there's a 
complex system of interwoven 
government plans for dealing 
with disasters like the bomb¬ 
ings, said Sean Bertleff, 
Niagara Region's assistant 
director of regional emergen¬ 
cy planning. 

He said each municipality 
has its own program and the 
Region handles them all like 
13 interlinked disaster pro¬ 
grams. From the first respond¬ 
ers on up, more programs can 
be activated to help out as the 


Region backs up the local 
municipality. 

That can mean bringing in 
other cities, the Region itself, 
the province, the federal gov¬ 
ernment, and even aid from 
across the border. 

Every municipality has its 
own resources, he said. Cities, 
for instance, run their own fire 
departments, while the Region 
can mobilize paramedics, 
police and Niagara Region 
Public Health. 

"Anything that does happen 
in Niagara communities, it 
really is a co-ordinated 
response," he said. 

Bertleff said the Region and 
the cities plan on an "all-haz¬ 
ard" basis designed to deal 
with any eventuality. 

"I don't have, for example, a 
Regional counter-terrorism 
plan or terrorism response 
plan," he said. But he said 
EMS and police can link into 
federal programs designed to 
deal with such problems. 

"We basically ramp up from 
the bottom up." 

McGuire, who has run mar¬ 
athons before, said the Boston 
bombings evoked furious feel¬ 
ings for him. 

"Your first feeling, like any¬ 
one else, is just pure anger 
that anyone would have the 
audacity to do this to com¬ 
pletely innocent people," he 
said. But he said he was 
impressed that within sec¬ 
onds, the yellow-vested police 
and paramedics on scene - 
and even some runners - were 
rushing into the fray to help. 

He said his thoughts turned 
to those he knew at the run, 
but everyone turned out to be 

As a runner, McGuire said, 
he'd never thought of a mara¬ 
thon as a target. 

As a police officer it's anoth¬ 
er story, he said, because "any 
time you have a large gather¬ 
ing, unfortunately, it has to be 
in your mind."
